The Lords having fent a meflage, requefting another’ con- 
ference on the fubjet of the late Irifh refolutions, the fame 
perfons who had been appointed to manage the two former re- 
paired to the Painted Chamber, and on their retura the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer reported, that the Lords had concur- 
red in the amendments. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then moved tla the refo- 
lution for -fettling a commercial arrangement between Great 
Britain and Ireland on terms of reciprocity and mutual advan- 
tage, be now read; which being done, the Chancellor faid, 
that, in purfuance of the notice he had given on a former day, 
he fhould now move, that the:foregoing refolutions be laid be- 
fore his Majefty ; and that an humble addrefs be prefented tos 
the Throne, to aflure his Majefty, that the Houle had pro- 
ceeded to confider the adjuftment of a commercial fyftem with 
Ireland, recommended in the fpeech from the Throne at the 
opening of the feffion, and alfo had taken into their ferious 
confideration the refolutions of the Irith Parliament, which had 
been laid before them on the 22d of February lafl, by his Ma- 
jefty’s command ; that in the refolutions of the Irith Partia- 
ment, the Houfe had deemed it expedient to make fome mo- 
difications and exceptions, in orher to fecure his Muajelty’s 
fubjes in both countries in the enjoyment of reciprocal advan- 
tages ia commerce ; to fecure a mutual union, harmony, and 
friendthip ; which would tend'to promote the commerce, in- 
creafe the maritime {trength, and afford an opportunity to elta- 
blifh the foundation of fafety, profperity, and glory to both 
kingdoms. 

After a long debate, in which Lord Beauchamp, Mr Jen- 
‘ kinfon, Mr Eden, Mr Fox, Mr Pitt, and Mr Sheridan took 
part, the motion was carried without any divifion. 

Mr Pitt then moved for leave to bring in a bill for fertling 
the commercial intercourfe between both countries on equita- 
ble and permanent grounds. 

Mr Fox oppofed it, contending, that it was abfurd, nay even 
an infult to the Irifh, to bring in a bill for the purpofe of car- 
rying into law the refolutions agreed to, and for which the ad- 
drefs of that day had been moved, before it was known how 
they would be received in Ireland. And in cafe alterations 
were to be made in thofe refolutions in Ireland, which it was 
probable might be the. cafe, fuch a bill as now moved for, 
would be downright farcical and ridiculous. 

Mr Dundas argued for the bill, as neceflary ta explain more 
fully the nature and meaning-of the refolutions, which he 
thought the more neceflary on account of the oppofition they 
had received from a party who dared not face a divifion that 
day. Mr Dundas alfo {poke much in praife of the great number 
of members who had attended, as a proof of the atrention and

WHICH day the General Affembly of the Church of Scotland had 
tranfinitted to them, by their Committee for bills, a petition for the 
Managers of the Royal Infirmary ‘of Edinburgh ; the tenor whcreof fol- 
lows: “ Unto the very Reverend the Moderator and remanent Meme. 
bers of the General Affembly of the Church of Scotland, the Petition of 
the Managers of the Royal lofirmary of Edinburgh, humbly theweth, ‘That, 
above forty yearsago,the Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh was cftablithed upon 
principles the moft humane and liberal. ‘The benefits of the inftitution are 
not confined to one place, or to periods of any particular defcription. 
The indigent and diftafid, wherever their ufual refidence may be, are 
confidered and received as proper objects of this charity. Patients from 
every part of the kingdom, even from feveral of the moft remote coun- 
tries, have been admitted into the Hofpital, and fent home to their re- 
lations, reiicved or cured. In ¢onfequence of the regulations eftablithed 
from time to time by the Managers of the nfirmary, and the rules pre- 
feribed by thepy to the Phyficiahs, Surgeons, ‘and other perfons employ- 
td in the Houfe, it. may be affirmed, that ther¢é are few Hofpitals, in 
which arrangements, both medical and domeftic, have been framed and: 
conduéted with greater propriety. ‘The Managers bate the fatisfadtion to 
find, that their attention to the Patients under their care has been amply 
rewarded by the uncommon fuccefs with which they have been treated ; 
as the number cf deaths to the number of perfons admitted into the Infir- 
mury, haidly excecd the proportion of one to twenty-five.
